Ir any Mari pretends to reafon, he maft néver de- 
rt from the Maxims he has once laid down ; but go 
y the fame Rule in the one Cafe as in the other: Now 
here the Craft/man is defeétive } for he charges one and 
the fame Gentleman with having made a Contract, be- 
caufe he drew it up, and yet would have the fame Gen- 
tleman anfwerable for Treaties and Contraéts, which 
were drawn up by other People. 

Now I am very ready to give the Craft/man his 
Option, and to reafon with him after he has made his 
Choice: But he muft not grind the Horourable Gentle- 
man both Ways at once. He thall be confidered as 
the Maker of the Bank Contratt, if he pleafes, becaufe 
he drew it up, tho’ others contrived and promoted it ;

Tas may fuffice with refpect to the making of the 
Bank Contraét. ‘The next Point to be confidered, is 
the Reflection which the Crafi/man hath made upon 
the Honourable Gentleman’s Veracity, be®aufe he mi- 
ftook a trivial Matter, and, thro’ Forgetfulnefs, thought 
he had been prefent only at one Meeting inftead of two, 
and that he had drawn up but one Paper inftead of 
two. 

Wuen any Gentleman is charged with a Falfhood, 
and defends himfelf by pleading Forgetfulnefs, the 
Publick will judge, partly by the Character of the 
Gentleman accufed, and partly by the Circumftances 
of the Cale. 

As to the Charaéter of the Gentleman accufed, the 
Imputation of Falfhood will not ftick with him, how- 
ever it may fuit fome once Honourable Gentleman, whom 
I could name ; in regard the former is generally reputed 
to be a Man of his Word, even by thofe who are no 
Friends to his Adminiftration.

Ir appears from hence, that the Honourable Gentle-
